Not many months ago when it was re- 
called, i the Zimex ‘by a late Police Com- 
missidner at Bangkok that Dr, Sun Yat 
Sen claimed American citizenship when- 
he was in Siam some years ago, an old 
resident of Honolulu wrote to a Peking: 
hpaper saying: ‘‘L Dave. good reason ‘to: 
know that Dr. Sun Yat Sen had every 
right to claim -American citizenship. 
Although his forefathers. for several 
Zencrations yack were Chinesc, apart 
from hig Américan’ citizenship conferred 
upon hiin by virtue of his being born ip 
Honolulu his mother was a Hawaiian 
woman (and therefore an “American sub- 
ject) and moreover ,both grandmothers 
were also natives of Hawaii (American 
subjects).
